It always makes mo feel sad to see 
smoke arising from the burning corn 
stalks In tho field, because the farmer 
is burning up his land and 
doesn t 
know it. 
How can we expect to burn 
up stock which tho soil produces and 
put nothing back in the way of humus, 
aud then hope to keep our soil in good 
condition? 
Mpybe I’m wrong when I say that 
farmers do not know what they’re do­ 
ing, for doubtless some of 
them 
do 
know that it is a bad practice, but 
burning stalks is easier than disking 
or cutting them up. and they are 
a 
nuisance to plow them under. Some 
farmers say there is no benefit in 
plowing under stalks, but I cannot 
figure it out that way, because I do 
not see how' we can go robbing our 
soil aud keep up the fertility. It costs 
very little to keep a sheep and a 
flock of 50 sheep is worth money. 


PUMPKINS STORED IN FIELDS 


Piled in Row and Covered With Hay 
Protection Is Afforded and Bal­ 
anced Ration Formed, 


(By M. COVERDELL) 
You needn’t expect to reap much 
profit from gorging your hogs and 
cattle on pumpkins for a few days 
during the harvest season; then cut­ 
ting off their supply of this 
valuable 
feed for 
another whole year. 
Store 
your pumpkins in the field. 
Pile the pumpkins in a row, as high 
and as wide as you wish, cover with 
hay and set up fodder on each side 
lo a thickness of three or four feet. 
This not only affords ample protection 
irom the cold, but also enables you 
lo form a most profitable balanced ra­ 
tion by adding “the fruit of the vine’’ 
us you feed out the corn and fodder. 
Try this.

(lur Lord became related to the hu­ 
man family by taking our nature 
through his mother Mary. Mary’s ge­ 
nealogy w as traced by Luke and leads 
back to David through his son Nathan 
(Luke 3:31). Joseph is styled “the son 
of Hell,” i. e., the son of Eli, Mary’s 
father, by marriage, or legally; or as 
we would say, son-in-law of Eli. 
By 
birth. Joseph was the son of Jacob. 
His genealogy, as given by Matthew, 
traces also back to David, through his 
son Solomon (Matthew 1:0, IO). Joseph 
having accepted Mary as his wife, and 
adopted Jesus her son, as though he 
were his own son, this adoption would 
entitle Jesus to reckon Joseph’s gene­ 
alogy: but such a tracing back to the 
family of David was not necessary, be­ 
cause his motlier came also of David, 
b.v another line.

Here, as elsewhere, it is the con 
stant aim of the staff of the office ol 
works not merely to safeguard the 
ancient buildings from further decay, 
but to use every care to preserve their 
character and to harmonize necessary 
modern constructions with the orig 
inal work.

Dusting the setting hen helps, but 
some lice are quite sure to escape, 
and can later be found on the head 
of the chick. Rub a little dab of lard

good dusting place, the lice are not 
likely to give any more trouble; but 
whenever you see a chick that seems 
unhappy, eyes closed, droopy, look for 
Hee. 
The brood coops should be thor­ 
oughly sprayed before using with some 
coal-tar preparation, sheep dip, white­ 
wash, or a mixture of four parts coal 
oil and one part crude carbolic acid, 
it pays to be ahead, and that explains 
why so few’ of us are making anything 
on our poultry; we neglect these little 
things; because of neglect disease gets 
the start of us, we become discouraged 
because of the losses, and give up and 
blame our luck, when all the bad luck 
might ha'*© been prevented by a little 
careful preparation. 
Give the checks a clean place, all 
the heat they can stand, keep them 
free from vermin, and you can safely 
count them before they are raised.

wharf and the Thames, and on the 
Martin tower, which stands at the 
northeast angle of the inner wall. 
The cement w as in many places per­ 
ishing. and tho embedded flints im­ 
periled passers-by. 
On the 
upper 
part of the Postern Gate tower a thin 
facing was hanging out from the main 
surface of the wall to a distance in 
many places of four inches, and was 
thus extremely dangerous. 
After the 
plaster was removed it became neces­ 
sary to repair the masonry effectively, 
and this difficult work is being can-led 
out with great judgment and success. 
In the course of centuries the walls 
have been worked over and over again 
with old and new material, much of 
which was indifferent, while the re­ 
building was often poorly constructed. 
The face disclosed beneath the flint- 
work was thus in many places loose 
and rotten, and sometimes consisted 
of mere rubble. On the Martin tower, 
where the work for the present is 
completed, one such mass of half-dis­ 
integrated rubble had to be secured 
with a chain to hold it fast while the 
repairs went on. 
The joints had to 
be repolnted to a depth of four inches, 
owing to the decay of the mortar; 
large cracks were filled and consoli­ 
dated by liquid concrete injected by 
the grouting machine, and the old dis­ 
connected quoins were reinforced at 
intervals by new ones securely bonded 
to the wall faces. 
The improvement in the appearance 
of the Martin tower is great. 
One 
guiding principle is to use stone which 
is not only durable but harmonious in 
texture and color, and another is to 
keep the joints subordinate to the out­ 
lines of the stone. This is done by us­ 
ing a special grit mortar which 
is 
brushed over when still soft, so as to 
leave the grit standing out fend avoid 
the flat and soapy appearance which 
Is an eyesore in itself and hides the 
characteristic lines of 
ancient 
ma­ 
sonry.

If corn must be fed to the horses 
grinding it will not pay, unless the 
horses have poor teeth, in which case 
it might be advisable. 
Feeding the 
ear or shelled corn would be the more 
desirable method of feeding. 
Crushed corn and cob meal is not 
as good because of the cost of crush 
mg, and the amount of food value se­ 
cured from the cob Is so small that 
it does not make up for the energy 
required to digest so much crude fi­ 
ber. 
A combination of corn, bran and a 
little oil meal make a good summer 
ration for horses. 
Feeding a 1,000- 
pound horse about ten pounds of corn 
and three pounds of bran per day 
would be equivalent to 14 pounds 
of oats, although it contains a little 
more carbohydrates and less protein, 
thus making a little wider ration. 
A 
small amount of oil meal would offset 
this, however. 


Awnings for Hen Houses. 
It is a good plan to have awnings 
or hoods of cheap muslin or boards 
to go over the windows of the hen 
house in summer to keep out the 
sun, and thus keep the house much 
cooler. 
But it is not advisable to 
have those awnings up during the 
winter, as the sunlight is needed in 
the houses to purify them. 


K ill Lice and Mites. 
Chicken lice and mites are now put­ 
ting in their best licks at night, just 
when the fowls need rest. 
Get after 
them with kerosene can and sprayer. 


Kindness to Hogs. 
If the practice is followed of talking 
to the hogs, and moving around among 
them, they can be handled very easily. 


Results from Roughage.
